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Solicitor Says He Re-

Narberth's solicitor, Henry Frye, 
has advised Borough Councilman 
that they postpone their appeals 
against reductions made on Ave 
properties. 

He said the Borough received 
notice of the reduction too late 
from the Montgomery County 
Board of Assessments and Revision 
of Taxes to make the appeals. The 
law allows only CO days after the 
reductions are made for the filing 
of appeals. The Borough received 
the notice within 60 days days 
but there was not time enough to 
bring the matter before the coun- 
cil. 

Properties involved are the Lake- 
view Apartments at 224-226 Haver- 
ford Ave. and the Narberth Bridge 
Garage. 

After councilmen had discussed 
their assessment difficulties Walter 
Pox, councilman, made this recom- 
mendation which was approved: 

"I recommend that the Borough 
solicitor be instructed to consider 
the matter of taking steps to make 
mandatory publicity of the proceed- 
ings of the Board of Revision for 
taxes and that copies of all notifi- 
cations of decisions be sent to prop- 
erty owners in the Borough." 

Councilmen said they had no way 
of telling what changes had been 
made in assessments until the 
Borough reviewed its tax duplicate. 
They suggested that a little cooper- 
ation from the Montgomery County 
assessment board would eliminate 
the trouble. 

Frye represented the Borough 
and Roland Fleer, the Narberth 
School Board in the action. Fleer, 
is also president of ouncll.

the two municipalities in mind but 
they think the mergerites might 
slip in the back door if it is left 
open. 

Because Lower Merlon's, police 
call switchboard is used by the 
Borough patrolmen the Township 
police system already reaches into 
Narberth. But, even so, Narberth 
retains its own police powers— that 
is, has suipervisory control over its 
own policemen; hires and fires 
them through its own police com- 
mission; fires their salaries; buys 
their uniforms and pays for the 
upkeep of their patrol car. This is 
quite different from what would 
happen if Lower Merion policed 
the Borough Itself and sliced the 
territory up into its own patrol dis- 
tricts. One councilman said it 
would mean that" the Township by 
exercising police powers in a bor- 
ough would take over one of the 
most vital functions of the munici- 
pality. 

In 1942 it cost the Borough 
$14,844 for poliee protection and at 
the beginning of 194 3 councilmen 
estimated It would cost 116,031.46 
for this year. But, strange enough, 
those pushing the plan do not ex- 
pect to save money by handing over 
their police powers. 

Their idea seems to be that Low- 
er Merion police would be more 
hardboiled ini enforcing the law. 
They say that the Narberth cops 
get too well acquainted with their 
clients and are Inclined to overlook 
traffic violations. 

It came up in Council Monday 
night when the Borough's police 
committee submitted this rcquef ; 

"The police committee asks au- 
thorization to proceed with nego- 
tiations with commissioners of 
Lower Merion Township toward 
consolidation of tho Narberth po- 
lice force with that of the Town- 
ship with the hope that satisfactory 
arrangements can be made whereby 
tho policing of the Borough will be 
under the supervision of Lower 
Morion Township." 

Councilmen indicated it was al- 
right for the police committee to 
go ahead with its negotiations.

Schools Must Equip Pupils 
For Marriage And Home 



The Interest of Junior 
High School students 
in the stability of mar- 
riage and the home is 
far greater than we 
have been led to sus- 
pect, and education 
must equip them for 
these responsibilities, 
Robert R. Abernethy, 
superintendent of the 
Haverford Township 
Schools, said Tuesday 
evening In an address 
before the Parent- 
Teachers Association of 
Haverford Junior High 
School. He was the 
principal speaker at the 
first fall meeting of the 
new Junior High P.-T. 
A. 

"The school of today 
accepts the fact that 
children are persons. 
The good school ac- 
cept the facts of the 
personality of the pupil. It be- 
lieves that he is a real person- 
ality, a real human being, even 
before he reaches the magic age of 
21. His problems are just as real 
and Important as are the problems 
of an adult," Abernethy declared. 

"Our attitude toward the grow- 
ing child has changed. Adolescent 
problems are largely the result of 
social changes which have develop- 
ed so rapidly that we have not as 
yet adjusted to them. The prob- 
lems are however, present and must 
be dealt with wisely if the adoles- 
cent is to lead a well adjusted and 
happy life. 

"An understanding of the mental 
and physical developments of chil- 
dren from 12 to 18 Is essential if 
parents are to meet these problems 
with wisdom and understanding. 

"Modern discipline should be 
based first on mutual respect, sec- 
ond on a clear statement of philos- 
ophy and standards, third, on a 
long period of early training suc- 
cessfully, carried out and lastly on a 
sense of responsibility for his own 
actions developed slowly by giving 
to the child more and more control 
over his own life as he grows older.

"In spite of the fact that there 
has been so much criticism of mod- 
ern youth, young people appear to 
be Interested in martlage and to a 
far greater degree In the stability 
of the marriage relation and we 
have been led to suspect. By far 
the major proportion of them seem 
to be interested in rearing fami- 
lies. If this Is true, education must 
bo provided. This education should 
cover not only the processes in- 
volved in homemaklng, such as 
buying, budgeting and manage- 
ment, child care and cooking, but 
must cover human relationships as 
well."

Find Fluoride in Water 
Helps Build Child's Teeth 

Most astounding of recent re- 
search work on dental disease has 
been the study of the relation of the 
fluoride content of public water sup- 
plies to dental decay. Since 1931 
several groups have worked on this 
angle of the dental decay problem, 
and recently the United States Pub- 
lic Health service reported some 
amazing revelations from the re- 
search by Dr. H. Trendley Dean and 
his associates. 

Fluorine is a gas whose various 
salts, known as fluorides, are found 
at times in the drinking water of 
certain communities. Doctors have 
known for many years that fluorides 
in drinking water cause a condi- 
tion of the teeth called endemic den- 
tal fluorosis (more popularly, mot- 
tled enamel) if these fluorides are 
present in over 1.0 part per million 
gallons. 

But what has not been known is 
that the amount of dental decay in 
children who have been exposed to 
such drinking water throughout life 
is apparently much less in children 
living in communities where the wa- 
ter supply contains no fluorides. 
Furthermore, in communities where 
the fluoride content of water is be- 
tween 1.0 and 1.5 parts per million 
gallons the children not only have 
a relatively small amount of dental 
decay compared to children of other 
communities, but mottled enamel is 
generally not an esthetic problem. 

Apparently teeth require traces of 
fluoride for optimum dental health, 
although excessive amounts may re- 
sult in the disfiguring condition 
known ai mottled enamel. 



Keystone Auto Club 
Helped Organize 
Squads Here 

Extending the scope of its public 
safety activities, Keystone Automo- 
bile Club, in co-operation with 
school authorities and police, has 
organized and equipped 225 Safety 
Squad members in 12 Lower Mer- 
ion township public and parochial 
schools. 

Recent increase in the number of 
fatal street accidents involving 
children in Philadelphia spurred 
the movement for child protection 
in Lower Merion, Edward P. Cur- 
ran, Keystone Safety Director, said 
this week. 

"It is felt," he said, "by both 
police and school authorities that 
Safety Patrols constitute an effec- 
tive weapon in child accident pre- 
vention and it was agreed that 
every resource in safety indoctri- 
nation should be used now, when 
traffic Is comparatively light. In 
preparation for combating the In- 
crease hazards In post-war travel." 

In Philadelphia and vicinity, in- 
cluding parts of New Jersey, the 
club now is supplying safety ma- 
terial and equipment to 622 
schools.

RATION REMINDER 

GASOLINE — In 1 7 east coast states A-8 coupons are good 
through February 8. In states outside the east coast area A-8 
coupons are good through November 22. 

FUEL OIL — Period 1 coupons are good through January 3. 

SUGAR — Stamp No. 29 in Book Four is good for 5 pounds 
through January 15* 1944. 

SHOES — Stamp No. 18 in Book One good for 1 pair. 
Stamp No. 1 on the "airplane" sheet in Book Three good for 
1 pair. 

MEATS, FATS — Brown stamps G, H, and J good through 
December 4. Brown stamp K becomes good November 14 and 
remains good through December 4. 

PROCESSED FOODS — Blue stamps X, Y, and Z good 
through November 20. Green stamps A, B, and C in Book Four 
good through December 20. 

WFA RELEASE CANNED FOODS 

Approximately 2,790,000 cases of canned peaches, peas, 
and tomato catsup were released to consumers recently by the 
War Food Administration. The canned goods probably will not 
reach-retail shelves for several weeks. These foods were a por- 
tion of the reserve owned and held by canners to meet possible 
emergency requirements of the government. 

PLENTY OF TURKEYS 

The civilian turkey supplv, just starting to come on the 
market, will be almost as large as last year, according to the De- 
partment of Agriculture. However, this year's demand will 
probably be much larger and shoppers will be wise to put in or- 
ders early. Men and women on duty in the American armed 
forces, at home and abroad, will be served a pound of turkey at 
dinner Thanksgiving Day and will have all the traditional 
"fixin's." 

V-MAIL CHRISTMAS PRESENTS 

Relatives and friends still have time to send men and wo- 
men overseas V-mail notices of war bond gifts for Christmas. 
The Army Postal Service has assured delivery by December 25 
of all V-mail notices sent before December 1. War bonds as 
Christmas" gifts will help to hold down inflationary buying of 
scarce merchandise, and will be a financial cushion for the ser- 
vice man or worrfan upon return to civilian life, the Treasury 
Department added. 

RAISE HAMBURGER POINT VALUE 

The ration point value of hamburger has been increased 
from seven to eight points per pound. OPA has also broadened 
its definition of hamburger to include additional meatier cuts of 
the lower grades of beef. 

NO MORE ISSUE OF BOOKS ONE OR TWO 

No more copies of War Ration Books One or Two can be 
issued by local rationing boards for any purpose whatsoever. All 
stamps in the two books have expired except Stamp 1 8 in Book 
One, for shoes, and blue stamps X, Y, and Z in Book Two, which 
may be used to buy processed foods through November 20. OPA 
said the covers' of the two books may be thrown away when the 
stamps have been used or have expired. 

RATION-FREE CHILDREN'S SHOES 

Some relief from the shortage of youngster's shoes will be 
provided about the first of the year by a new supply of children's 
non-leather shoes for general wear to be sold ration-free, OPA 
has announced. In general, children up to about eight years of 
age will benefit. The shoes will have canvas uppers and soles 
made from remnants and heavy woven fabric, reinforced with 
vulcanized rubber. Shoes of this type larger than misses' and 
youths' siz e three will be rationed. __ __ _ 

TIRE SITUATION TIGHTENS 

Operators of passenger cars may find it impossible to obtain 
used tire's because commercial vehicles delivering essential goods 
are now eligible to receive used passenger and truck tires of sizes 
smaller than 7.50-20 to replace tires no longer serviceable. No- 
vember quotas recently released by OPA for new passenger and 
truck tires show 30 per cent, fewer for trucks and 14 per cent, 
fewer for passenger cars. 

UNSALTED BUTTER PRICE DOWN 

Maximum prices for unsalted butter have been reduced by 
three-fourths of a cent a pound, which means direct savings to 
consumers. Other changes made by OPA in the price regula- 
tions for butter will act to end inflationary pressures which had 
arisen. Unsalted butter previously had a three-quarter premium 
over salted butter.

FUIENDS cities 

There has been such a shifting 
around of the population of this 
country since the war began that 
most all of us, by now, either 
through personal experience or re- 
ports of others, are keenly aware 
of the difficulties of building a new 
circle of friends in a strange town 
or city. 

To a boy or girl raised in a small 
town there is often something 
glamorous about the thought of 
leaving the cows and the chickens 
and finding a new home with a back 
yard full of skyscrapers. But it 
doesn't take long for them to dis- 
cover that skyscrapers, theaters 
and the excitement of city life can- 
not compensate in any way for the 
solid friendships back home. 

And when city people "escape" 
to the country, hoping to find peace 
and quiet and a more satisfactory 
type of companionship, they often 
find it impossible to adjust them- 
selves to small town ways and, if 
they do stick it out, never quite 
learn to feel like a part of the com- 
munity. 

But whether we move from the 
city to the country or the country 
to the city, most of us find that our 
permanent enjoyment of the new 
life has little to do with our new 
surroundings but depends, in a 
large measure, on the friendships 
we are able to build up. 

NEIGHBORS supply 

Cities have always been notorious 
for their unfriendliness. 

In a small community a stranger 
in town arouses the interest of the 
natives — is called upon by neigh- 
bors and invited to their homes. In 
such a locality a stranger is given 
every possible opportunity to enter 
into the town activities and become 
a member of the local "family." 

In a city a new neighbor means 
nothing to residents, most of whom 
hardly have a nodidng acquain- 
tanceship with their old neighbors. 
Th« re are plenty 01 u>ses in c;iie> 
whort two families ;ive for months 
or years in adjoining apartments 
without knowing each other's 
rsiines. 

The differences in behavior be- 
tween city and country people 
should not be attributed to a basic 
dfiTvtehce in the iieople themselves. 
It is more a question of supply 
and demand. 

In the country the supply of po- 
tential friends is restricted — so ev- 
eryone finds it desirable to keep 
on i he best possible teiinr, with the 
other people of the town. In a city, 
on th<» other hand, the suply is un- 
limited and those*, living there are 
inclined to choose friends with care, 
according to their Interests rather 
than their proximity. 

Country people take their friends 
for better or worse. City people 
are in a position either to flit from 
one group of acquaintances to an- 
other or confine their friendship to 
one group and feel no need to rec- 
ognize the existence of other mem- 
bers of their thickly populated 
community. 

It is sometimes hard to decide 
which is the better off — the country 
people who move to "the city and 
have difficulty finding friends or 
the city people who have moved to 
the country and have friends in- 
flicted upon them. 

Having lived in both city and 
country I would conclude that in 
either case it depends largely on 
tho breaks — on the neighbors the

cityite happens to find when he set- 
tles in the country and on the ac- 
quaintances the country person 
finally makes when he or she moves 
to the city. 

In the city, although it takes 
longer to find friends, one has the 
advantage of being able to go 
through a weeding out process — 
dropping acquaintances who don't 
wear well and substituting new 
possibilities until you find a group 
which meets your requirements. 

In the country, although there 
is no difficulty in meeting people, 
you v must learn to get along with 
both those -who don't interest you 
and those who do. 

The country life is more condu- 
cive to close, lasting friendships 
while the city offers variety at the 
expense of solidarity. In the long 
run there is no question but the 
country life is more satisfying to 
the soul, offers greater security 
and probably more happiness. 

But wherever you come from — 
city or country — a complete change 
of environment always makes one 
keenly aware of the fact that 
there is no place like home.

The walkout of coal miners on 
the day proceeding election is gen- 
erally agreed to have hurt the 
Democrats at the. polls, for it is 
felt throughout tho nation that the 
Administration should never have 
permitted a second coal mine strike 
to bo considered. 

Aware of the fact tnat there is a 
great shortage of coal, many peo- 
ple, including government officials, 
don't understand why the govern- 
ment was so hasty about returning 
the mines to the operators without 
first having reached an agreement 
with mine leaders which would 
have prevented another strike. And 
after returning the mines to the 
owners, when a strike was seen ap- 
proaching, they don't understand 
why the government stuck to the 
formal and laborious proceedings of 
having the War Labor Board con- 
sider the matter, make an unac- 
ceptable offer to the miners on the 
eve of the strike and wait until 
the strike was in full swing before 
referring it to the President for ac- 
tion. 



With election now in the back* 
ground, some members of Congress 
will try to put through drastic 
legislation to control unions, but, 
because the election of real impor- 
tance to most Congressmen comes 
next year, it is not expected that 
a worthwhile curb on labor activi- 
ties will be enacted. 

It is being made increasingly 
clear, however, that higher wages 
paid to war workers means higher 
taxes must be paid by the rest of 
the people, and Congress seems to 
be making a real effort to reduce 
rather than increase government 
expenses. In considering a new- 
tax bill, Congress probably will not 
agree to the $10, 600, 000, 000 goal 
asked by the Administration but 
•will try to work out a program 
whore perhaps half of that amount 
will be raised through taxes and 
the other half will be provided by 
a reduction of government expendi- 
tures. 

Praising the efforts of the House 
Ways and Means Committee to cut 
government expenses, Senator 
George, head of the Senate finance 
committee, said he believed gov- ' 
ornment expenses could be cut as 
much as $10,000,000,000.
